native and foreign settlers. It is true 
that a Kieat dwal of public land, inde- 
taciic'd ^eclions, .^lill remains for ulili- 
vatioi:, but there are no lonj^er vast 
domains such as informer times ap- 
pealed to tli ' .i^ural immigrant.s 
'^''c gicatest numbers still come from 
Southern Ital^ and from Anstm-Hun- 
yary. 

Under an act of the General As- 
sembly which became effective June 
IS, all State banks in Kentucky or- 
gani/.ed prior to iv.i;; will escape tax- 
ation lliisyear, cutting' the general 
revenue fund of the Slate about .■jso.- 
oOO. Next year the banks pay only 
about one fourth of the taxes assessed 
against them, reducing the lot'.; rev- 
enue fond by ift;o,uoo. The act provides 
for refunding to the.se banks money 
wiiich they paid for taxes from ls'.i;5io 
ls!»(> in excess of regular tax rale, am- 
ounting to $140,000. State Auditor 
Coulter determined to ci-ed it the iianUs 
on future tax bills, and they will tlius 
escape payhag any money into the 
treasury for neariy two yeank
